This beaver lodge built between two of the 
larger trees on a small stream is now the center 
of a small lake of water held back by the dam 
downstream from the beaver house.

dirt and mud hides a dry, snug chamber where 
the beaver spent the winter. There is also a 
food storage chamber and an entrance which is 
reached only by diving under water, so old 
chisel tooth is pretty safe from four footed ene­ 
mies.
